The Striking Car-Men at ObioaKO 


Ordered to Work. 


HOW THE AFFAIR WAS SETTLED.

Iloth SitleH Make ConceHnlona-^There May

ALL QUIET AT CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—The atroct-car strike 


is over. Alter a oonf aronco between Pres- 
ident Yorkes and tho strikers' committee, 
which lasted from 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning until nearly 2 o'clock In the 
afternoon, a compromise was agreed upon, 
and this morning all tlie cars on tho West 
and tho North sides will be running with 
their old crews in all probability. 


After fruitless negotiations on Saturday 


afternoon .and evening it -w-as 
taoujrht 


that tho all-night mooting of tho mon 
would doeido to resumes tho strike early 
this morning without waiting to hear from 
President Yorkcs at, 10 o'clock, at which 
hour ho had agreed to givo his iinal an- 
swer. 
The 
men 
were 
disposed 


to regard tLo frequent 
postponements 


as 
devices 
on 
tho 
part 
of 


tho company to gain time, and when tbe 
mooting opened at midnight, thcro was a 
practical unanimity of sentiment that no 
cars should bo run to-day until the an- 
swer of tho company should be received. 
Ail tho epooches tended in that direction, 
and had it not been Tor tho efforts 
of the mombors of tho Citizen's Com- 
mittee who were 
present, and 
who 


were sustained by tho letter from Mayor 
Roche requesting tho men to remain at 
work until President "i'orko.t h»d given 
his final decision, It is probable that yes- 
terday's negotiations would have termin- 
ated fruitlessly, if, indeod, they, had beon 
held at all. 


These conservative counsels prevailed, 


however, und at 10 o'clock, when tho Ex 
ocutivo Committee called upoa Jlr. Yerkos, 
all the West side cars were running im 
usual. As President Yorkes had made tie 
first proposition Saturday tho men opened 
tho negotiations yoaterdiiy. Tbey offered, 
•on behalf of tho North side mon, to re- 
sume work at an advance of 8 per cent, 
tho "set car'' system to bo abolished and 
tho pay to bo by the hour Instead of 
by tho trip as heretofore. Mr. Yerkes, 
on behalf of tne company, oftored an ad- 
vance of -1 per cent. Then tho men offered 
to "split" tho difference and accept 8 per 
cent. Mr. Yerkes promptly oltcred togiva 


percent. Then thero was a louy and ani- 


mated discussion, which terminated in Mr. 
Yerkes accepting 0 per cent advance. As 
there will bo considerable difficulty In 
ascertaining just what the 0 por cont. rato 
should be, owing to tho change from tho 
system of paying by tho trip to that of 
payment by tho hour, Mr. Lyman J. Gags 
was mutually agreed upon as nn arbitrator 
to fix tho i*ato por hour to uo paid on the 
different kinds of cars. In addition to t*io 
advance in wages, the men are to be guar 
antoed ten hours work per day. 


On tho side of tho company Mr. Yerkos 


resoi-vcd tho right to retain all tho now 
men ho had hired for the Worth sido linos. 
They will, however, bo placed on one of 
tho minor routes by themselves, so that 
there will be no friction between them and 
the returning strikers, all ol wnom wilt 
jet their old places with the exception of 
a few wbo made themselves conspicuous 
by stoning the cars and creating dis- 
turbances. 


At the termination of the conference tho 


strikers committee issued an order to tho 
men to report for duty as usual to-morrow 
morning, and President Yerkes ordered 
tho North sido cars, which were being run 
by Imported men under police protection, 
to bo returned to tho barns. Tho West 
side men, having returned to work, and 
their grievances being settled by tho ar- 
rangement of the Northsldedrfflculty will, 
of course, continue us usual. 


The headquarters of tho strikers wcra 


crowded last night with mon awaiting the 
day's conference. When it did come it 


•as not received with any degree of, en- 


thusiasm, owing to tho fact tbat Mr. Yerkes' 
determination to retain nil the- imported 
men meant the loss of many situations 
for strikers. The discontent was increased 
when at 11 o'clock it was announced that 
243 of tho now mon wore to bo put to work 
this morning. The strikers will ;:eport for 
work to-day in acoordanco with tho agree- 
ment, bat it is (oared that unless some 
moans arc taken to employ all the old men 
thore will bo further trouble.
